( c ) Duty Posi means any post specified in the 

Schedule and includes a temporary post carry 
ing the same designation as any of the post 
specified in the Schedule and the scale of pay 
of which is identical to that attached to Grade 
II of the Service , and other temporary post 

cleclared as duty post by the Administrator ; 
( d ) Government means Administrator of the Union 

territory , 
( e ) member of the Service ncany a person appoint 

ed in a substantive cupacity to either grade of 
service and includes a person appointed on pro 

bation to Grade II of the Service ; 
( f) Schedule means the Schedule appended to these 

rules ; 
( g ) Service means the Pondicherry Police Service . 
3. Constitution of Service and its classification . - ( 1 ) 
On and from the date of commencement of these rules, 
there shall be constituted a Central Police Service to be 
known as thic Pondicherry Police Service , 
( 2 ) The Service shall have two grades , namely : 

( i ) Grade I ( Selection Grado ) ; and 

( ii ) Grade II . 
( 3 ) The posts in Grade I shall be Central Civil 

Posts , Class I Gazetted and those in Grade II 
shall be Central Civil Posts , Class II Gazetted . 


NOTIFICATION 
In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
article 309 of the Copstilution , read with the Home 
Ministry s Notification No. 24 / 78 /68 / DH ( S ) , dated 
24 - 8 -68 and all other powers enabling him in this behalf , 
the Lieutenant Governor , Pondicherry hereby makes the 
following rules , namely : 

PART I - -General 
1. Short Title . These rules may be called the Pondi 
cherry Police Service Rules 1972 , 

2. Definitions ---In these rules, unless the context other 
wise requires - - 
( a ) Administration means the Administrator ap 

pointed under article 239 of the Constitution 

for the Union territory of Pondicherry ;

PART 11 — Authorised Permanent Strength of the Service 

4 . Strength of the Service . The authorised permanent 
strength of the Service and the posts included therein 
shall be as specified in the Schedule .

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a list arranged in order of merit of the candidates who 
have qualified by such standards as the Commission may 
determine, and of the candidates belonging to the Sche 
duled castes and Scheduled tribes who though not 
qualified by that standard are declared by the Commission 
to be suitable for appointment to the service with the 
regard to the maintenance of efficiency of administration . 


10 . Physical fitness, — No candidate shall be appointed 
to the service unless he is declared after such medical 
examination as the Administrator may prescribe , to be in 
goud mental and bodily health und free from any devital 
or physical defect likely to interfere with the discharge 
of the duties of the Service . 

11 . Inclusion in the list not to confer right to appoint 
ment.- - The inclusion of a candidate s name in the lists 
referred to in rule 9 confers no right to appointment un 
less the Administrator is satisfied after such inquiry as 
may be considered necessary that the candidates is suit 
able in all respects for appointment to the service and an 
actual offer of appointment is made , 


12 , Order of appointment of cundidates in the list. -- 
Subject to the provisions of these rules, the candidates 
included in the lists referred to in rule 9 shall be appoint 
ed to the service in the order of merit. 

PART V - Recruitment by Selection 
13 . Constitution of selection Committee: - Recruitment 
under clause ( b ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) of rulo 5 shall be made 
on the recommendation of a selection committee (herein 
after referred to as the committee ) , consisting of 


Provided that the Administrator, subject to such condi 
tions and limitations as may be prescribed in this behalf, 
may by order , create duty posts for such period as may 
be specified therein . 

PART III — Method of Recruitment 
5 . Method of Recruitment.- ( 1 ) Save as provided in 
rule 17 , appointed to the Service shall be made by the 
following methods , namely : 
( a ) not more than 50 per cent of the substantive 

vacancies which occur from time to time in 
the authorised permanent strength of the Service 
shall be filled by direct recruitment in the 

manner specified in Part IV of these rules ; and 
( b ) the remaining such substantive vacancies shall 

be filled by selection in the manner specified 
in Part V of these rules from amongst 
(i ) Officers who are substantively borne on 

the cadre of Inspectors of Police employed 

in the Union territory of Pondicherry ; and 
( ii) Officers who were considered for appoint 

ment to the Service at its initial Constitu 
tion . though not actually appointed thereto 
under rule 17 and who substantitvely 
hold a post of Deputy Superintendent of 
Police under the Pondicherry Administra 
tion : 

Provided that if at any time a sufficient 
number of suitable officers is not available 
under clause ( b ) , the requisitc number ol 
officers may be appointed to the Service 
in consultation with the Commission , by 
transfer of members of a State Police 
Service : 

Provided further that nothing in this rule 
shall preclude the administrator from hold . 
ing a vacancy in abeyance , or filling it on 
an officiating basis in accordance with 

the provisions in Part VIII of these rules , 
( 2 ) If the exingencies of public service so require , 

the administrator may , in consultation with the 
Commission , vary the percentage of vacuncies 
to be filled by each method specificd in sub 
rule ( 1 ) . 

PART IV - - Direct Recruitment 
6 . Competirive Examination . — ( 1 ) A competitive 
czamnlation for direct recruitment to the service shall be 
held at such intervals as the Administrator may in con 
sultation with the Commission from time to time, deter 
mine. The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination shall be held shall be fixed by the Commis 
sion . 
( 2 ) The qualifications for admission to the exami 

nation and the conduct thereof shall be in accor 
danoe with such regulations as the Admipistrator 
may , from time to time, issue in this behalf in 

consultation with the Commission . 
7 . Nature of Examination . - Until the Administration 
in consultation with the Commission decides otherwise , 
the combined competitive examination held by the Com 
mission for necruitment to the Indian Police Service shall 
be the competitive examination for recruitment to the 
service . 

8 . Decision of the Commission to be final. -- The deci 
sion of the Commission as the eligibility or otherwise of 
a candidate for admission to the examination shall be 
final and no candidate to whom a certificate of admission 
has not been issued by the Commission shall be admitted 
1o the cxamination . 

9 . Commission to forward a list in order of merit . 
The Commission shall forward to the Administrator ,

(i) The Chairman or a Member , of the Commission . 

Members 
( ii ) A nominee of the Ministry of Home Affairs not 

below the rank of Deputy Secretary ; 
( iii ) The Chief Secretury tự the Government of 

Pondicherry ; and

14 . Conditions of eligibility and procedure for selec 
tion . - - ( ) The Committee shall consider from time to 
time the cases of officers eligible under clause ( b ) of 
sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 5 , who have served in their respective 
caires for not less than two years , and prepare a list of 
officers recommended taking into account the actual 
vacancies at the time of selection and those likely to 
occur during a year . The selection for inclusion in the 
list shall be based on merit and suitability in all respects 
for appointment to the service with due regard to 
seniority . 
( 2 ) The names of persons included in the list shall 

he arranged in order of merit ; 
( 3 ) The list so prepared shall be forwarded by the 

Committee to the Administrator. 
15 . Consultation with Commission . - ( 1 ) The list pro . . 
pared under rule 14 shall be forwarded by the Adminis 
trator to the Commission , where consultation with the 
Commission is necessary , or where the Chairman or the 
Committee desires that a reference be made to the Com 
mission , along with the relevant regards, 

( 2 ) If the Commission considers it necesary to make 
any changes in the list received from the Administrator , 
the Commission shall inform the Administrator of the 
changes proposed . 

( 3 ) The list shall finally be approved by the Adminis 
trator after taking into account the changes, if any, pro 
posed by the Commission .

PART VI - - Initial Constitution of the Service 
17 . Initial uprointinent of persons to the SCIVIC : ( 1 ) 
The Administratii may, at the commencement of these 
rules, appoint to the service any person who at such 
commencement is holding any of the posts specified in 
the Schedule 

Provided that the appointment to the service of those 
officers who belong to , or are on deputation from , a 
Service under the Central or a State Government or a 
Union territory shall be made with their consent and 
the concurrence of the Department of Government, as 
the case may be , to which they belong. 

Explanation For the purpose of this sub -rule , a 
person who would have held a post mentioned in the 
Schedule but for his being on leave or on foreign service 
Or but 10 his temporary or othcialing appointmeni 
110 equivalent or higher post , shall he decmed to be hold 
ing such a post. 
( 2 ) ( i) For the purpose of appointment of persons 

referred to in sub - rule ( I ) , the Administrutor 
may require the Committee to make a prelimi 
nary selection , from among the officers referred 
to in that sub -rule , of such of them who in its 
opinion are suitable for appointment to the 
service .

20 . Special provision for Scheduled Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes : 

Appointment to the Service mude by direct recruit 
ment shall be subject to the orders regarding special re 
įresentation in the services for scheduled castes and 
Scheduled tribes issued by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

21. Period of Probation : ( 1 ) Every person appointed 
under rule 5 or rule 17 to the Service shall be in on 
probation for a period of two years . 

( 2 ) The Administrator may in the case of any person 
extend or reduce the period of probation . 

( 3 ) A person on probation sball be liable to be dis 
chirged from service at any time without assigning any 
reason , provided that il he holds a lien on any perma 
nent post under the Central Government, a State Govern 
ment or Government of Pondicherry he shall be liable 
lo he reverted to that post . 

11 A nrobationer who has no lien on any post under 
the Central Government or any State Government or 
Administration of a Union territory shall be liable to 
he discharged from the Service at any time without 
notice if , - 

( i ) on the basis of his performance or conduct 

during probation , he is considered unfit for 

further retention in the Service, or 
( ii ) if on the receipt of any information relating 

to his nationality , age , health or antecedents , 
the appointing authority is satisfied that he is 
ineligible or otherwise unfit for being a mem 

ber of the Service . 
( 5 ) A probationer who holds a lien on a post under 
the Central Government or any State Governincnt or 
Administration of a Union territory may be reverted to 
such post at any time in any of the circumstances speci 
lied in sub - rule ( 4 ) . 

( 6 ) A probationer who is not considered suitable for 
confirmation at the end of the period of probation pres 
cribed in sub -rulc ( 1 ) or at the end of the extended 
period of probation , if any, under sub - rule ( 2 ) shall he 
discharged or reverted in accordance with sub -rule ( 4 ) 
or sub -rule ( 5 ) , as the case may he . 

22. E . recution of agreemnt : A probationer who is 
rcquired to undergo training shall on appointment to the 
Service execute an agreemnt in such form as may be 
prescribed by the Government from time to time, bind 
ing himself and one surety jointly and severally , in the 
event of his failing 10 comply with any of the provisions 
of these rules to the satisfaction of the Government to 
refund any moneys paid to him consequent on his appoint 
ment as a probationer , 

23. Training and departmental examination : A 
person appointed under rule 5 or rule 17 to the Service 
shall undergo such training , and pass during the period 
of probation such departmental examinations as the Ad 
ministrator may from time to time prescribe : 

Provided that the Administrator may exempt subject

19 . Disqualification : ( a ) No person who has more 
than one wife living or who having a spouse living ,

Confirmation in Service : A person who has been 
declared to have satisfactorily completed his period of 
probation may be confirmed in the service .
